prophecy; and (3) become acquainted with some 
examples great religious literature with psalms, 
songs canticies, epistles, short stories, dramas like 
Job, and history that literature. 

History the Church. give the child 
knowledge the history the Church centering here, 
too, around the biographies great personalities, some 
some saints, some distinguished laymen, all 
whom must significant period movement, 

Praying the Mass. acquaint the child 
cumulatively with the knowledge the Mass, from 
the first grade, and increase the intelligent and 
devotional assistance Mass culminating the 
effectual use the Missal. 

Exact Knowledge Christian Doctrine. give 
the child thorough and exact knowledge Christian 
doctrine accordance with the Baltimore Catechism, 
but using religious practices, bible history, church 
history, poetry, biography, and art, enrich the 
study, prepare the child for its assimilation, and 
make grow “from more more.” 

Memorizing great Religious Poems, etc. fill 
the mind the child their exact words with the 
great English religious poems and translations 
poems from the Breviary and elsewhere, with signifi- 
cant incidents Christ’s life His sayings, with the 
significant prayers the Church, with great hymns,

14. The Christlike Life. have each student be- 
come Christlike possible for him be, 
his devotion his Father, his manner living, 
his forgetfulness self, his prayers.

doctrine, which one the most consoling doctrines 
our Holy Faith. The liturgy the Church for the 
month November offers excellent opportunity 
for acquainting our pupils with the great significance 
the oft-repeated words: believe the Com- 
munion Saints,” and for pointing out them the 
relative importance this doctrine for their spiritual 
life. 


Meaning the Doctrine 

the Communion Saints understand the 
spiritual union that exists among the members the 
Church Militant, the Church Suffering, and the Church 
Triumphant. All are members one body, whose head 
Christ Jesus, and all participate one another’s 
spiritual goods. St. Paul says: “As one body 
have many members, we, being many, are one 
body Christ, and every one members one an- 
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other” (Rom. xii. 5). Thus the faithful earth, 
the souls purgatory, and the souls heaven form 
great society family. The souls heaven are 
already holy, and are called saints. The souls purga- 
tory possess sanctifying grace, and will soon per- 
fectly holy, and prepared classed with the saints. 
The faithful earth have been sanctified the sacra- 
ment baptism, and should daily become more and 
more holy, for they are destined saints heaven. 
“For this the will God, your sanctification” 
Thess. iv. 3). the Book Leviticus read that 
the Lord told Moses speak the children Israel, 
and say them: “Be holy, because the Lord, 
your God, holy” (Lev. xix. 2). These words are 
intended for all the faithful. 

Death does not dissolve the union between the living 
and the dead, more than dissolves their union 
with Christ, their Head. The faithful earth partic- 
ipate the merits the saints heaven, and are 
assisted their intercession with God. The suffering 
souls purgatory have their pains mitigated and 
shortened the prayers and good works the Church 
Militant, well the intercession the saints, 
the members the Church Triumphant. 


The Church Militant 


“We are the children saints, and look for that 
life which God will give those that never change 
their faith from (Tob. ii. 18). These words 
Tobias, addressed his relations and kinsmen who 
mocked his life, might well addressed every 
Christian teacher the children and youth our 
day, whose efforts live according the standards 
Christian morality are often ridiculed their 
companions outside the fold the Church. are the 
children sainted ancestry, and preserve the 
reputation our forefathers, must bear mind 
that “the life man upon earth warfare” (Job vii. 
1); and that “the Kingdom Heaven suffereth 
violence, and only the violent bear away.” can- 
not, however, gain the victory this warfare 
single combat; neither can gain without the 
assistance God. “Without you can nothing” 
(John xv. 5), says the Lord, and the Apostle says, 
can all things Him who strengthened me” 
(Phil. iv. 13). 


Means Sanctification 


The most effective means acquire sanctity are 
the sacraments and prayer. soul that has been sancti- 
fied the sacrament baptism may lose sanctify- 
ing grace committing grievous sin. Does this imply 
that all hope becoming saint henceforth vain? 
Not all. know that sanctifying grace can 
restored through the sacrament penance, and that 
furthermore, this sacrament bestows upon the penitent 
certain sacramental graces, which help him avoid 
sin the future, and lead holy life. The sacra- 
ment the Holy Eucharist above all destined 
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sanctify the soul, and unite most intimately with 
Christ, the Author all sanctity. the “Anima 
Christi,” prayer recommended for Communion devo- 
tions, ask the Lord expressly make saints 
us: “Soul Christ, sanctify me.” 

How few those who daily recite this prayer 
realize the import these Soul Christ, 
make saint me— take this weak, sinful soul 
mine, earthly and sensual its aspirations, and 
fill with Thy grace. Make generous, unselfish, and 
courageous. Change this heart that cold and 
sluggish into heart burning with love for Thee, and 
make zealous for Thy honor and glory, and for its 
own sanctification and salvation. The quest for 
sanctity and holiness ought supersede every other 
ambition. Our children must taught not lose 
sight their main purpose life, while treading the 
paths sinful and wicked world. they frequently 
nourish their souls with the “Bread the Strong” 
and often call upon God and His saints for help 
the combat, they will surely gain the victory over the 
enemies their salvation, and will attain the end for 
which God has created them; namely, eternal union 
with Him heaven. “Father, will that where 
am, they also whom Thou hast given may 
with Me” (John xvii. 24). 

Another means attain the perfection the saints 
the imitation chosen model ideal. Christ 
the Great Ideal for all the faithful. But find among 
the saints models sanctity and holiness that espe- 
cially appeal us, and which are eager imitate. 
baptism Catholics usually receive the name 
saint, who chosen the protector and guide 
the soul here below. Teachers ought encourage the 
children, therefore, practice devotion their patron 
saints, and imitate their example virtue. The 
saints are willing help that may succeed 
saving our souls while earth, that may 
one day join them our home beyond. Upon our 
manner living will depend our future happiness. 
“Life real, life earnest, and the grave not its 
goal”; therefore must labor patiently, and garner 
rich harvests for the life come. were foolish 
forget that have real work before death 
comes, and that our journey through life 
journeying God. 

attain this the ultimate objective the mem- 
bers the Church Militant. they succeed, they will 
able say with the Apostle, when their dissolution 
hand: have fought good fight, have fin- 
ished course, have kept the Faith. the rest, 
there laid for crown justice, which the 
Lord, the just Judge, will render that day” 

(II Tim. iv. 


The Church Suffering 
“Have pity me, have pity me, least you 
friends, because the hand the Lord hath touched 
me” (Job xix. 21). These pathetic words the holy 
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patriarch Job, Holy Mother Church applies the 
souls purgatory, the members the Church 
Suffering. Just we, the members the Church 
Militant, call the saints heaven help 
our struggle against sin and Satan, the holy souls 
purgatory call upon alleviate their pains, and 
shorten their period exile from heaven. 


Why Purgatory? 

Souls are detained purgatory because, even though 
they possess sanctifying grace, they are not perfectly 
and since nothing defiled can enter heaven, these 
souls must first cleansed the purging flames 
purgatory. After the guilt sin has been remitted, 
there still remains temporal punishment, which 
remitted either works penance this life, 
suffering the pains purgatory the life here- 
after. this abode suffering the soul must remain 
until her debt God entirely canceled. 
say thee, thou shalt not out from thence till 
thou repay the last farthing” (Matt. 26). God loves 
these souls, but His justice will not allow Him 
admit them the Beatific Vision until every stain and 
imperfection has been removed. The judgments God 
are very different from the judgments men. “My 
thoughts are not your thoughts; nor your ways, 
ways, saith the Lord” (Isa. lv. 8). What men judge 
perfect sometimes very imperfect the eyes 
God, and only the judgment will reveal the soul 
the true value its works. St. Paul says: “Every 
man’s work shall manifest; for the day the 
Lord shall declare it, because shall revealed 
fire: and the fire shall try every man’s work, what 
sort is. any man’s work abide, which hath 
built thereupon, shall receive reward. any man’s 
work burn, shall suffer loss, but himself shall 
saved, yet fire” Cor. iii. 13-15). 


How Can Help 


the Second Book the Macchabees 
“Tt holy and wholesome thought pray for the 
dead that they may loosed from sins” (xii. 46). 
Prayer for the dead pleasing God, because 
loves these souls, since they are holy and are sure 
heaven. Prayers offered their behalf accomplish 
their charitable object, because the merciful good- 
ness God. The Church has attached numerous in- 
dulgences the recitation certain prayers, and 
many these indulgences are applicable the souls 
purgatory. granting indulgences the Church 
opens her rich treasures merit and satisfaction 
gained Christ and His saints. God has, however, 
reserved Himself the right accept entirely 
part the satisfaction offered for any soul purga- 
tory. This acceptance depends partly upon His holy 
Will, and partly upon the effort the soul render 
herself worthy God’s assistance during her earthly 
career. God awards each soul according her 
works. St. Augustine says his book, How Help 
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the Dead: is, then, the life itself each human 
being earth which makes pious suffrage available 
unavailable after death. For merit has been 
gained this life make prayer profitable, can 
not possibly gained the next” (chap. 8). 

One the most richly indulgenced forms prayer 
the Rosary; and precisely because this, its recital 
highly recommended Holy Mother Church for 
the benefit the suffering souls. The Way the 
Cross another devotion which brings great relief 
the souls the departed, because the numerous in- 
dulgences attached it. 

all the means assist the suffering souls 
purgatory, there none more valuable than the Mass, 
for the Holy Sacrifice, Christ offers Himself and 
His infinite merits His Heavenly Father behalf 
these souls. The effects this great sacrifice are 
infinite from this may not infer, however, that one 
Mass sufficient procure the release the souls 
whom wish aid. St. Thomas tells that the 
Holy Scripture, Christ’s merits are applied according 
His adorable Will. every Mass the Church makes 
commemoration the dead. 

Next Holy Mass, Holy Communion perhaps the 
most efficacious means assisting the holy souls. The 
great Doctor the Church, St. Bonaventure, urges 
frequent Communion their behalf, and says that 
“nothing well calculated obtain eternal rest for 
the holy souls.” 


Duty Suffering Souls 


Our charity toward the departed may also take the 
form penitential practices. The Church all times 
has recommended penance, the best means for 
obtaining special favors from God; therefore fasting 
and mortification will lend efficacy our prayers for 
the dead. “Know that the Lord will hear your 
prayers you continue with perseverance fastings 
and prayers, the sight the Lord” (Jth. iv. 11). 

our duty assist all those who are need. But 
one greater need than the poor souls who are 
unable labor gain merit, and are suffering 
grievous torments. have obligation assist 
all the faithful departed yet this obligation greatest 
toward such souls were intimately connected with 
life. Among them may perhaps have loving 
father mother, devoted sister brother, relatives, 
friends and benefactors. Would not extremely 
heartless refuse them our assistance, when can 
easily come their aid? Forgetfulness the dead 
not infrequent the part those whom they have 
left behind. Forgotten their life, forgotten their 
name, forgotten and unvisited their tomb; forgotten 


spite all the promises fidelity. Were any 


these persons suffering the least pain affliction 
here earth, would consider our duty relieve 
them. our duty toward them after death less 
imperative? No, rather our duty now increased ten- 
fold, since they are helpless.

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Results Charity 

These may summed the following texts from 
Holy Scripture: “Blessed are the merciful, for they 
shall obtain mercy” (Matt. 7). “Amen, say 
you: long you did one these, least 
brethren, you did Me” (Matt. xxv. 40). “Blessed 
that understandeth concerning the needy and the 
poor: The Lord will deliver him the evil day” (Ps. 
xl. 1). “With what measure you mete, shall meas- 
ured you again” (Matt. vii. 2). 

Furthermore, the prayers and works charity which 
offer for the departed promote the glory God, 
increase our spiritual merit, and call forth the grati- 
tude the souls have ransomed. They will prove 
their gratitude imploring for the graces need 
the various trials and sorrows life. 

will not difficult for the Christian teacher 
arouse the sympathy the children behalf the 
suffering souls purgatory. Children readily sym- 
pathize with those who suffer, and they are taught 
their tender charitable toward their 
departed relatives and friends, who are tortured 
the flames purgatory, they will acquire the habit 
practicing charity toward all the holy souls. The 
thought God’s rigorous justice will inspire them 
with deep hatred sin, and with strong desire 
expiate their own past offenses practices 
penance and mortification. 


Practices Suggested

years and quarantines attached. 

Visit the cemetery every Sunday during this month. 


The Church Triumphant 


“After this saw great multitude which man 
could number, all nations, and tribes, and peoples, 
and tongues, standing before the throne, and the 
sight the Lamb, clothed with white robes, and palms 
their hands: And they cried with loud voice, say- 
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ing: Salvation our God, Who sitteth upon the 
throne, and the Lamb” (Apoc. vii. 10). 

These words St. John refer the saints heaven, 
who have fought the good fight, gained the victory, 
and are now enjoying their eternal reward. Some 
them have been admitted the enjoyment the 
Beatific Vision immediately after death, because they 
were found without stain; but most them had 
pass through the cleansing fires purgatory before 
they were fit enter heaven. 


What the Happiness Heaven? 

The Catechism tells that the saints see God 
is, and are united with Him the most intense 
love. will that where am, they also whom 
Thou hast given may with Me; that they may 
see glory which Thou hast given Me” (John xvii. 
24). With the Beatific Vision combined the posses- 
sion all good things, eternal joy and glory the 
company all the blessed spirits. St. Paul tells us: 
“Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither hath 
entered into the heart man, what things God hath 
prepared for them that love Him” Cor. ii. 9). And 
St. John, speaking the just, says: “God 
wipe away all tears from their eyes; and death shall 
more, nor mourning, nor crying, nor sorrow” 
(Apoc. xxi. 4). What the Great Seer the New Law 
beheld vision, the Royal Prophet had foretold cen- 
turies before: “They shall inebriated with the 
plenty Thy house God), and Thou shalt make 
them drink the torrent Thy pleasure” (Ps. xxxv. 
9). the Book Wisdom read: “They shall re- 
ceive kingdom glory, and crown beauty 
the hand the Lord” (v. 17). And St. Luke 
find the following words Christ Himself: “And 
Kingdom. That you may eat and drink table, 
(xxii. 29, 30). 

From all this can infer that the happiness 
heaven perfect; perfect regards the soul, and 
perfect also regards the body, for know that 
the body share the reward the soul. “It 
sown natural body, shall rise spiritual body. 
there natural body, there also spiritual body” 
Cor. xv. 44), says St. Paul, and the Book 
Psalms read: “My Flesh shall rest hope” (xv. 
9). When life’s work done, when the body has borne 
the heat and burdens the day, the reward will 
Peace and Rest last, St. John writes the 
Apocalypse: “They shall rest from their labor.” Past 
labors, struggles, and penances will but memories 
that bring joy and sweetness. 

heaven are verified the words “Blessed 
are they that have not seen and have believed.” The 
saints now see the Truth the light God’s counte- 
nance. this life they have believed and hoped. Now 
Faith and Hope have passed away, but Charity 
remains; for, the Apostle says, “Charity never 
falleth away” Cor. xiii. 8). will remain through- 
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out the eternal years. The will now perfectly con- 
formed the will God, confirmed all that 
good and holy, without any danger its ever again 
seeking self. The saints longer love God through 
self-interest, through the hope reward, nor through 
the fear punishment, but only because the 
greatest Good, contains Himself all good, and 
deserves loved only account Himself. This 
love the perfection happiness this heaven. 
The blessed not only rejoice the possession 
God, but also the companionship the angels and 
the noblest and holiest God’s children. They 
are united bonds closer than any known earth, 
for heaven, “that should called, and should 
the sons God” John iii. 1). The Queen 
Heaven recognizes all the blessed her children, in- 
trusted her the Savior Himself. The happiness 
the saints heaven beggars all description, and 
last for all eternity. This what awaits the 
souls that are faithful God the life below.

the feast All Saints the Church reads the 
faithful the Gospel the Eight Beatitudes. These 
Beatitudes form, were, the steps which the 
saints courageously ascended heaven. wish 
follow them into glory, must mount patiently 
and perseveringly these same steps, trusting the 
assistance God, and the intercession the saints.

Through this intercession God grants the grace 
reconciliation the sinner, strength the virtuous 
persevere and gain the victory the struggle, 
mercy the dying, and deliverance the suffering 
souls purgatory. 

From the earliest ages the Church the custom 
has prevailed commemorate the saints heaven 
festival days dedicated them, and honor their 
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pictures and relics the saints, who reign with 
Christ, might intercede for the faithful earth. 
useful and good, therefore, invoke them, and 
have recourse their assistance. This veneration does 
not diminish the honor and glory God, since 
honor the saints the special friends and servants 
God, and thus all honor shown them referred 
God alone. 

All Catholics should well instructed regard 
the veneration and invocation saints; therefore, 
every Christian teacher should consider im- 
portant obligation give the children sound and 
correct views this doctrine.

Thus the Church permits certain 
saints especially honored and invoked patrons 
protectors different countries and churches, 
patron saints over the various stations life, and 
helpers various needs. 

Special honor shown Mary, because she the 
Mother the Son God, and therefore the Queen 
Saints. St. Joseph, the foster father the Son 
God, also receives special veneration. the Litany 
the Saints, find the different classes enumerated 
according the degree honor which the Church 
confers upon them. 

Children should taught love and honor, 
particular, the Blessed Mother and St. Joseph, their 
patron saints, and the special patrons youth. They 
should become acquainted with the lives the saints; 
consequently, every home and school there should 
calendar the saints, and Legend the Saints 
—preferably pictorial history. This will help the 
children cultivate true devotion the saints, and 
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imitate their example virtue, thus insuring their 
temporal and eternal happiness.

But their distribution over the surface the globe 
not the mere result chance. They have taken their 
bearings and localized, diversified, and adjusted them- 
selves, not only because this psychological factor 
which constituted rationality and intelligence, the 
prime movers human beings, but also because 
this contingent natural dependencies which imposed 
upon them guiding lines, bounds, and harmonious 
order. also the sovereign power environ- 
ment that the human elements grouped one and 
the same place are most frequently restricted despite 
their diversity analogous supplementary occupa-

And the same writer, discussing the 
stability geographic factors history, says: “In 
every problem history there are two main factors, 
variously stated heredity and environment, man 
and his geographic conditions, the internal forces 
race and the external forces habitat. Now the 
geographic element the long history human devel- 
opment has been operating strongly and operating 
persistently. Herein lies its importance. stable 
force. never sleeps. This natural environment, this 
physical basis history, for all intents and purposes 
immutable comparison with the other factor the 
problem shifting, plastic, progressive, retrogressive 
man.” The words this same author, the conclud- 
ing portion the first chapter the work referred 
above, are significant the deep value the study 
geography understanding the development 
through time, man his present high stage civil- 
ization. She says: “The earth inseparable whole. 
Each country sea physically historically 
intelligible only portion that whole. Currents 
and wind systems the oceans modify the climate 
the continents near by, and direct the first daring 
navigations their peoples. The alternating monsoons 
the Indian Ocean guided Arab merchantmen from 
ancient times back and forth between the Red Sea 
and the Malabar coast India. The equatorial current 
and the north-east trade wind carried the timid ships 
the earth one, humanity. Its unity species 
points some degree communication through 
long prehistoric past. Universal history not entitled 
the name unless embraces all parts the earth 
and all peoples, whether savage civilized. fill 
the gaps the written records, must turn 
ethnology and geography, which tracing the dis- 
tribution and movements primitive peoples can 
often reconstruct the most important features their 
history” (p. 30). 


Understanding the World 


Geography assists the student gain under- 
standing and appreciation physical, social, and 
economic phenomena. Robinson estimates the criteria 
the value science as: (1) the engendering the 
student discriminating and exacting tendency 
combination open-mindedness and 
caution which should the finest fruit successful 
scientific training; (2) the fostering such lively 
understanding the workings nature that the 
fascination discovering ever-new will 
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endure through life and mitigate sorrow, boredom, and 

Human society not abstraction that can 
studied apart and distinct from the physical environ- 
ment which lives and works. Further, any attempt 
ignoring the influences and tendencies 
which mold and affect would only lead invalid 
conclusions. impossible study man, his work, 
and the regions inhabits separately, there are 
interacting influences which pervade the entire study. 
The human community but development and off- 
shoot the regions occupies. 

Cause and effect geography must studied, and 
the facts are fitted together, the structure 
the science built. Its study intensely human, and 
the development the structure 
society studied, its spatial and

Besides vivifying 
the vocational understanding which important 
factor this workaday world, the civic and social 
understanding that would accrue from course 
geography would themselves effective barrier 
ignorance and class prejudices.

How men live and work, how and where they 
play and relax, the control geographic conditions 
the economic and social life the state and nation, 
has then prime interest for the student, since the 
interpretation economic, physical, and social facts 
largely the concern geography. 

This first aim, then, designed relate the student 
the place which lives, and give him useful 
geographic knowledge about the United States, and 
show him the trade relationships existing between 
localities and cities the several states, and the

It was going to be very difficult for single parishes 
to assume the extremely heavy burdens of high-school education, so that 
cooperation parishes diocesan action the practical step. 

The Catholic Church America has become practically urban 
church. Our Catholic rural high schools, they can financed, will 
create an agency of great social influence at our weakest point. The 
Catholic rural high school will become a home mission of extraordinary 
potency where indeed the workers are few. 


there need for secondary training the rural 
districts? This question which (inquiry has 

revealed) many rural pastors and laymen answer 
the negative. They tell that most the country 
children who receive high-school education are 
longer content remain the farm; that they be- 
come anxious find something better than rural 
occupations and that, therefore, they turn the city 
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inventions, notably the radio, airplanes, 
ships; with the increased interaction people and 
the construction bigger and better railways, 
ships, the cutting enlarging canal systems; the 
researches the scientist applied agriculture 
and industry; with the rise “big and 
amalgamations into large-scale units production; 
with the universal adoption control, marketing, 
and buying overseas centers, have reached 
world economy. 

These conditions world trade are relevant our. 
study and the student brought clear realization 
the inability people live alone; and per- 
ceives, moreover, that civilization follows the wake 
trade and commerce. 

IV. enable the student gain “geographic 
sense.” The integration the previous aims should 
enable the student acquire atmosphere his 
studies, recitations, discussion any geographic 
situation problem. thorough course geography 
would inculcate him reverence for the grandeur 
the subject, its richness content and material, and 
should instill him the habits devotion the 
study.

with its supposedly larger opportunities satisfy their 
aspirations. those this opinion, the problem 
keeping the boys and girls down the farm resolves 
itself, would seem, into matter keeping them 
intellectual darkness. While must concede that 
everyone has right his own opinion this ques- 
tion and while must grant that many high-school 
graduates have forsaken the soil, yet maintain that 
secondary training both helpful and necessary for 
rural people. 


National Importance 

one will question the importance and the in- 
fluence the rural population. Agriculture the basic 
industry our country. The Government census 
report 1920 classifies almost per cent our 
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people rural population. Furthermore, the rural 
section furnishes high percentage the men and 
brains that shape the destinies our country. Hence 
would seem that the progress our nation cannot 
exceed the advancement our rural population. 
Theodore Roosevelt stated, “There one lesson taught 
history; that the permanent greatness any 
state must ultimately depend more upon the character 
its country population than anything else. 
growth the cities, growth wealth, can make 
for loss either the number the character 
the farming population.” The same may said 
the Church, for the farm the principal source 
Catholic population. The fecundity people seems 
reduced soon they move the city. 
the country, children are economic asset; the 
city, economic liability. City parishes would 
little more than hold their own population were 
they not reénforced with Catholic people from the 
country. evident, therefore, that the welfare 
our church and state depend the main upon the 
material, the economic, the social, and spiritual prog- 
ress the rural people. 

the purpose this paper stress the need 
the Catholic high school country 
parishes. this connection shall point out the 
value the rural high school: first, foster religion 
second, promote scientific farming and material 
prosperity third, enrich the cultural and social life 
the people; and fourth, train the talent and 
genius that are found rich deposits among rural 
people. 


Religious and Economic Grounds 


the teaching sound philosophy that the 
primary and ultimate aim education, like that 
Christian life, must religious. “Seek ye, therefore, 
first the Kingdom God and His justice and all 
these things shall added unto you” (Matt. vi. 33). 
These are the words the Master which set forth the 
chief objective human life. The Church realized 
that this aim life could not promoted strictly 
secular school. Hence she decided establish and 
maintain her own school system this country. 
carrying out the Catholic education program some 
7,000 parishes have established elementary schools and 
some 2,000 have instituted high schools. Catholic 
normal schools, colleges, and universities have come 
into being. the policy the Church, therefore, 
provide facilities Catholic education for all her 
children from the kindergarten the university. 

The high schools the country show tremendous 
increase enrollment during the past decade. This 
due both the enforcement the compulsory 
attendance laws and the increased interest sec- 
ondary training. There are now six states that require 
attendance until the age 18, five states, until 17, 
and thirty states, until years age. The operation 
these laws limited only the leniency author- 
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ities issuing working permits children the age 
and the lack facilities for high-school train- 
ning sparsely settled districts. once evident 
that law which requires attendance beyond the ages 
years constrains pupils enter high 
school. Hence, the Church fails provide high 
school for them, they have enter public institution. 

Moreover, there growing interest secondary 
training. Even the parents rural districts are 
longer satisfied with elementary education. They desire 
give their children more than mere mastery 
the tools learning. Many them know that the 
earning power the high-school graduate double 
that the worker without such training. Hence the 
boy who begins work the age 14, say wage 
$50 month, actually losing $850 month for 
each the forty months his high-school course 
his earnings for years are compared with those 
high-school graduate. 

These two factors, the compulsory attendance laws 
and the growing interest advanced education, 
combined with the improved economical condition 
our people will explain large measure the increase 
high-school enrollments. The thirtieth biennial 
report the state superintendent the governor 
Nebraska shows that the enrollment the public 
high schools the state jumped from 54,000 65,- 
000 1928. This increase more than per 
cent. Happy say, there has been corresponding 
increase the Catholic high schools the state dur- 
ing the same period. The enrollment the secondary 
schools the diocese Omaha grew from 1,500 
1924 1,800 1928, increase precisely per 
cent. feel safe saying that these figures are repre- 
sentative the high-school conditions all the states 
the central plains. The problem enlarging high- 
school facilities just serious rural sections 
the large cities where the Church meeting the 
situation erecting central high schools. The country 
districts are waiting for relief. the present time 
thousands our rural children are forced enter the 
public high schools and thus they are lost forever 
Catholic education. doubt many vocations the 
priesthood and the sisterhoods might discovered 
among these children they were provided with 
Catholic high school. After all, the reasons for the 
existence the Catholic high school are the same 
those for the elementary school. Hence both logic 
and consistency force provide secondary well 
elementary training for all our children both the 
rural and the urban districts. 


Training Agriculture 
Rural high schools are necessary not only safe- 
guard the Catholic faith the children; they are 
needed promote scientific farming. are living 
age specialization. The physician, the lawyer, 
the teacher, the tradesman, and even the successful 
farmer must highly trained specialist. The old 
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methods tilling the soil which were haphazard and 

often wasteful will longer bring success. The age 
the oxen, the flail, and the scythe has come close. 
Farming now placed efficient and scientific 
basis. The soil must restored with the proper in- 
crops must carefully rotated; fruit trees 
must sprayed; hens must culled; stocks the 
purest breeds only must raised; and thousands 
other things must done that require special skill 
and trained judgment the part the farmer. 
Naturally higher degree education and intelligence 
needed cope with these difficult and intricate 
problems. The grade-school graduate hardly equal 
the task. His elementary training agriculture 
administered the early age builds but 
scant abilities. These are good far they go, and 
they applied farming projects they may 
productive surprising results. But with the growing 
complexity agriculture and the increasing competi- 
tion marketing the products, more thorough and 
extensive training needed. This can given, 
course, the properly organized and skillfully man- 
aged rural high school. 

Few people realize the wondrous possibilities the 
high school aid rural life. Too many look 
upon the high school strictly college-preparatory 
unit our system education. Without doubt, the 
college-preparatory course should embodied the 
curriculum but the same time there should in- 
cluded number subjects that are calculated 
meet the needs and conditions rural people. The 
state departments instruction over the country are 
gradually working out this problem. Nebraska, 
many other state superintendent has 
issued bulletin with the requirements and recom- 
mendations for rural and village high schools. the 
program studies for these institutions there are in- 
cluded such practical subjects community civics, 
industrial geography, general science, agriculture, home 
economics, social and political science, and bookkeep- 
ing. The bulletin recommends that the small high 
schools follow alternation plan which the ninth 
grade combined with the tenth and the eleventh with 
the twelfth. The ninth- and eleventh-grade subjects 
are taken one year and the tenth- and twelfth-grade 
subjects are taken the next. many the high 
schools the state find what called the normal- 
training course. The graduate from the normal-train- 
ing high school who successfully passes the special 
examinations given the state department granted 
certificate which qualifies him teach for three 
years rural schools. Four Catholic high schools 
the diocese Omaha offer this course. important 
note that the normal-training high school in- 
stitution that attempts furnish teachers that are 
specially trained for rural schools. The state normal 
schools, the colleges, and universities our country 
turn out teachers the thousands but make little 
effort fit them for teaching positions the 
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country schools. far have learned there are but 
few institutions higher learning the middle west 
that stress organized normal-training courses for rural 
teachers. Under conditions such these the state 
Nebraska must depend upon the normal-training high 
schools furnish large percentage the 2,000 new 
teachers needed every year staff the rural elemen- 
tary schools. 


Farm Sociology 


worthy note that the subject farm soci- 
ology has recently been introduced into the normal- 
training high-school course. This perhaps something 
entirely new and without precedent the country. 
This subject aims make the student more “farm 
minded,” acquaints him with the social and econ- 
omic conditions the rural home and community. 
covers such topics Money and Banking and the 
Farmer, Marketing, Taxation 
Farmer, The Tariff and the Farmer, and Transporta- 
tion. Topics this type cannot help but focus the 
minds these prospective teachers upon the problems 
most vital the rural people. 

This consideration the function and curriculum 
opens before our eyes the broad field service 
which the secondary school can render the rural 
population. Indeed field that has not yet fully 
been explored much less exploited. The rural high 
school the past has been too stilted and classical, 
and hence too far separated from the interests and 
needs the rural people. The modern tendency 
adapt the school local conditions. aims apply 
the principle that the school exists for the pupils 
the community. 

However, would not have you think that the rural 
school solely instrument technical training. 
can more than promote successful farming with 
its consequent material prosperity. truth can 
serve enrich the cultural and social life the 
community. 

strong individualist. His independence and isolation 
have given him narrow vision and restricted inter- 
est. For example, politics have appeal all citizens 
democratic country. But political unity among the 
farmers who are afflicted with individualism little 
short dream. Hence the farmer needs contact with 
institution that will hold his attention, stimulate 
his intellectual life, broaden his views, appeal his 
social qualities and instill him spirit 
ation and public service.

same difficulties attain the same end. spirit 
solidarity among rural people which awakened 
the grade school and confirmed and stabilized the 
high school must the basis action and 
community service among the farmers. 


Aid Rural Culture 


Moreover the school can add much 
the cultural life the people. appreciation the 
beautiful, interest music and art, and love 
nature are not beyond the taste the tiller the 
soil. one the heresies the age regard 
country people inferior city people culture, 
refinement, and appreciations. Hence said that 
the rural children need not provided with educa- 
tional opportunities good those the city. This 
error has charged the atmosphere our nation. 
has poisoned the minds our people especially the 
boys and girls the country. has contaminated the 
agencies influence such the press, the theater, 
the religious organizations, and even the school. Yes, 
prepared admit that the school has been 
recreant. The rural school has failed make the 
pupils “rural minded.” the contrary has posi- 
tively made them “urban minded.” Hence the young 
men and women who would efficient and successful 
workers the farm set out for the city the first 
opportunity search that “something better” 
which they have heard much. They have never 
learned that there are thousands toiling the offices, 
the factories, and the sweatshops the city who are 
much worse off than the lowliest servants the farm. 
This condition makes the rural high school much 
more necessary for can exercise the function 
savior and redeem the rural youth from the bondage 
error. can provide them with the educational 
opportunities that the boys and girls the city enjoy. 
Through the courses general science and biology 
can reveal them the beauty and the richness 
that environment which they live. Literature, art, 
orchestral and choral music will train them for 
appreciation the artistic and fit them for the harm- 
less enjoyment leisure. Games, contests, dramatics, 
and other extra-curricular activities will build 
school spirit and community pride. short, the high 
school which carefully organized skillfully 
adapted the needs, interests, and conditions rural 
pupils will furnish them with the desired educational 
advantages and imbue them with love rural life 
which will make them content live the farm and 
even zealous build the rural community. 

hoped that this discussion the rural high 
school has not seemed too theoretical utopian. 
admit that easy matter get the results 
have pointed out from the small high school that 
laboring under the handicaps restricted faculty, 
limited equipment, and small student body. Yet 
even these circumstances much can and has been 
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accomplished. The rural schools can proud their 
record training the talent and producing the leaders 
that have sprung the rural districts our 
country. 


Source Leadership 

The rural areas have been fruitful source select 
people. Both Church and State are deeply indebted 
the country districts for the geniuses and leaders that 
they have produced. might draw litany 
great men including presidents, senators, and church- 
men who are proud say that they came from the 
farm. Herbert Hoover “points with pride” his birth- 
place the village West Branch, Iowa. Magnus 
Johnson and Senator Brookhart have claimed 
dirt farmers. check the native-born priests the 
diocese Omaha shows that those who were born 
and reared county parishes far exceed those who 
have come from the city. One small parish with 
grade and high school 110 pupils situated the 
sand hills has furnished subjects for the sisterhoods. 
Examples more striking than these can found 
other dioceses the country. Not many these men 
and women educated themselves did Abraham 
Lincoln. Practically all enjoyed the services rural 
village school. Indeed the country high school has 
furnished the environment which many them 
blossomed forth into the choicest workers for Church 
and State. survey the rural high schools 
Douglas county, the most populous county Ne- 
braska, has shown that average per cent 
the graduates continue their education and take higher 
training normal schools, agricultural colleges, and 
universities. view these facts what grave mis- 
fortune that many our rural children be- 
tween the ages and years, that critical period 
exploration when the average individual tries 
choose his work life, are deprived the guidance, 
the inspiration, and the training the rural high 
school 


Plea for Action 


conclusion beg propose wide organization 
rural Catholic high schools. Every strong rural 
parish would render excellent service Church, 
country, and community would establish and 
maintain accredited secondary school. Such high 
school could serve other small parishes the vicinity. 
There not much hope for small parishes that are 
widely scattered. But wherever they are found grouped 
together they might combined proper author- 
ity for high-school purposes. good high school might 
erected the largest most central parish with 
the aid diocesan funds. The surrounding parishes 
could agree send pupils there and pay their tuition. 
bus might engaged transport pupils from the 
tributary parishes. For those who live great dis- 
tances possibly facilities board and lodging could 
provided. Such central regional high school 
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dream. The plan has already been realized 
some our cities and this age rapid transit 
can worked out even the rural sections. 

The question establishing rural Catholic high 
schools becoming more acute year year. The 
people the country parishes must aroused from 
their indifference the matter. high school can 
founded until the people demand and approve it. 
But the same time advancements education must 
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come from local leadership. The pastor the parish 
holds the key position. can influence the ideals 
and opinions his people. can raise the educa- 
tional standards his parish. fine can much 
create the demand for the rural Catholic high 
school lays before his parishioners the need and 
the advantage the Catholic secondary education 
the people the rural districts.

HAT one finds picture, poem, landscape, 

essay, geometrical figure, what not, 

conditioned greatly the training, experi- 
ence, and interests the searcher. Since most Scrip- 
tural studies are made persons with only philo- 
sophical and theological backgrounds, not strange 
that the educational implications the New Testa- 
ment are often neglected. The Foundation Chris- 
tian Education, Edward Fitzpatrick,’ have 
additional perspective—that educator; 
hence, find educational terms such self-activity, 
aims education, faculty, method, curriculum, and 
the like. The Epistles and Gospels are compared the 
writings Dewey, Pestalozzi, Froebel, and Com- 
menius. What wonder that those whose reading 
and thinking has been largely educational terms 
now see the New Testament, result Dr. 
Fitzpatrick’s analysis, educational implications which 
before were submerged different terminology and 
organization. 

Part the reader senses the author’s dissatis- 
faction with the recognition given the New Testa- 
ment educational literature. Histories education 
seem neglect the fact that “Foundation can 
man lay other than that which already laid which 
Jesus Christ.” Often the point view writers, 
says the author, “is that the passing Roman world 
instead the coming Christian world.” Many assume 
“that the development Christianity was something 
forced upon Christianity outside agencies, rather 
than development from within.” Others assume “that 
Christianity was given the world completed 
product, complete doctrine, ritual, government, and 
social implications.” Still another difficulty “is the 
assumption weary world anxious for this new 
revelation, new philosophy they chose call 
it, and not rather dilettantish world, waiting 
hear some new thing, perhaps even wicked 
perverse generation. The concrete historical situation 
the first century interpreted terms some- 
thing the writer’s reader’s mind, and not, 
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apparently, terms the facts.” Further evidences 
the author’s dissatisfaction follow: 

“The impression one gets from histories educa- 
tion that primitive Christianity comes out the 
East ‘head on’ collision with the Greco-Roman 
world with the natural result. Very much assumed 
what this ‘primitive Christianity’ is, and 
certainly almost completely transformed the Greek 
logic which imposed upon it” (pp. 17-18). 

“Great interest manifested the establishment 
the catechetical and catechumenical schools, though 
these are not greatly important compared the 
nature Christianity itself and the conception 
education underlying it” (p. 18). 

books that contain references less 
influential personalities education not mention 
Christ, only Christianity” (p. 20). 

“The perfection the method assumed. the 
generality the people, matter fact, the 
method was not effective, for after three years’ preach- 
ing thousands people, and healing the sick, 
making the blind see, the lame walk, there were only 
few hundred followers the time the Crucifixion” 
(p. 21). 

“But this presentation made here suggest 
the first place that there very real need estab- 
lish the chronology education the first Christian 
centuries, and not lump into undifferentiated 
mass these centuries.”

One leaves this book with keener appreciation the 
oneness Christianity and education. Christianity 
not opposed, even parallel education, but its 
very foundation. One sees the New Testament aims, 
curriculum, methods, and organization, although these 
terms are not used such. recognizes the place 
the New Testament among the educational classics, 
and feels bit remorse for its neglect the past. 
finds that much what seems new not 
new all, but was implied centuries ago. And, finally, 
the amplifications St. Paul’s “Foundation can 
man lay other than that which already laid, which 
Jesus Christ” echo and reverberate, serving 
measuring instrument for all educational theories and 
practices.

parochial school should follow the public schools. This 
is, course, poor advice. For the curriculum some 
public schools are poor, and the textbooks are poorly 
selected, and certainly should not imitated. Though 
have known slavish imitation public schools 
parochial-school authorities, when curriculum and 
texts were poor. 

The parochial school should least good 
the public school. should know whether not. 
The parochial-school authorities should put the Cath- 
olic schools education the task making mod- 
ern curriculum all subjects including religion, and 
preparing first-rate textbooks. All Catholic schools 
education are not competent it. Some are, and 
diocesan authorities should put them work. Why 
not?

Even surveyors and engineers, much whose 
work geometrical, have little use for the subject, be- 
cause all the formulas they need are tabular form, 
and they have simply substitute these formulas 
when making calculations. “The majority business 
professional callings require geometry, and even 
the professions which use those subjects 
much smaller extent than generally supposed. There 
are navigators, surveyors, and engineers who make 
their calculations almost mechanical manner, 
without having clear notions the underlying mathe- 
matical principles. Only for those few men who become 
original designers and investigators true mathe- 
matical skill and knowledge

“All the facts (of geometry) that skilled mechanic 
engineer would ever need could taught 
few lessons.

the classroom announced. Educators are discuss- 
ing here and there just how the innovation can render 
maximum service, rather what radio service would 
serve the cause popular education best. 

Its best acceptance factor home life estab- 
lished. entertains well instructs. Social circles, 
however, invite entertainment rather than instruc- 
tion. The schools, the other hand, would demand 
more instruction and less entertainment. Finally, they 
will demand clearer understanding just what 
that instruction shall be. 

Discussions, bringing out both favorable and un- 
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favorable opinions, have been engaged in. The ob- 
jectors hold that the radio expensive and exper- 
imental innovation which tends toward low form 
entertainment. The supporters the radio uphold its 
possibilities distinctive aid all branches 
schoolroom studies. 

dealing with radio from the standpoint the 
school true that its proper place, part the 
curriculum, yet found. rather that the 
“air school” still the making. But with charac- 
teristic American alertness and enterprise, leading 
educators are concerning themselves with the subject. 
already clear that studies music, art, social 
sciences, nature studies, geography, health and hygiene 
may broadcasted with profit, alike child and 
adult constituency. 

The Sunday evening Catholic hour which has been 
set motion has proved acceptable alike Catholics 
and non-Catholics.

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Cleanliness Program for 
Catholic Schools Mary Paul, 


Editor’s Note. This paper deals with a subject of fundamental importance, 
are very glad indeed to have put together material so obviously useful, 
socially beneficial, and individually helpful. 


ROM earliest times, cleanliness has been sought 
after one way another. The Egyptians were 
frequent bathers. Pharoah’s daughter was bath- 
ing the Nile when she found Moses the rushes. 
Later, when Moses became the leader his people, 
taught them the importance sanitation and hygiene. 
Abraham, too, extending hospitality strangers, 
offered them water bathe their tired feet. This sani- 
tary practice still continues eastern countries, where 
the sandal the ordinary foot covering. True, much 
the cleanliness practiced these times was part 
the religious ceremonies order that the faithful 
that time might appear clean the eyes God. 

Continuing down through history, many references 
are made the practice bathing. Greece, Hip- 
pocrates, the celebrated Greek physician, writes the 
subject his work, “Air, Water, and Places.” This 
medical treatise probably one the first efforts 
these subjects. 

Rome glorified the bath. every town and city 
baths were provided for the rich and poor. The Ro- 
mans practiced not only personal cleanliness, but also 
observed sanitary measures keeping the city streets 
and water supplies clean. 

During the age chivalry the importance clean- 
liness was stressed connection with the ceremony 
induction into knighthood. Literature, science, and art 
were given more attention than cleanliness during the 
Middle Ages, and even later times, many the 
aids cleanliness were expensive and used only 
the rich. When France discovered the use the oil 
from her olive trees, soap became more generally used. 
Still was not available all. colonial times 
America, cleanliness was difficult practice. With 
very few conveniences such are found today, bath- 
ing was luxury. One the famous colonial advo- 
cates cleanliness was Benjamin Franklin, whose 
counsel “to tolerate uncleanliness body, clothes, 
habitation” familiar quotation. 

Today our water systems are considered engineer- 
ing feats, water being piped from lakes and mountains, 
miles away, and conducted through huge aqueducts 
modern cities. the country people are less fortun- 
ate. many rural districts water still conveyed 
the house from the pump, cistern, near-by spring. 
Increasing numbers farmers, however, have plumb- 
ing systems which supply water directly the

Washing and Cleanliness 


The teaching personal cleanliness may very well 
constitute the starting point for health-education 
program. generally conceded health authori- 
ties that soap one our best-known disinfectants. 
Frequent bathing cleanses the skin waste materials 
which have come the surface, and dust and other 
elements the atmosphere which have been deposited 
from without. Thorough cleansing increases the nat- 
ural germicidal power the skin and thus helps 
protect the body against infection. cold bath acts 
stimulant the circulation, tones the skin and 
muscles, and helps build resistance against colds. 

Contaminated hands are one the greatest contrib- 
uting factors the spread communicable diseases. 
contact with food, dishes, and various objects 
the course day, the transmission disease-causing 
bacteria the mouth and nose easy matter. The 
importance keeping the hands clean cannot too 
strongly emphasized health education. Finger nails 
should receive attention well. clean handkerchief 
always should carried and used cover coughs 
and sneezes. 

Face, hands, neck, and ears should washed 
least twice daily. Hands should always washed be- 
fore eating any food and after using the toilet. The 
hair should cared for daily and shampooed every 
week. Clothing should neat, and either cleaned 
washed frequently. The importance cleaning the 
teeth morning and evening aid the prevention 
dental decay should stressed along with the ob- 
servance other cleanliness habits. 


Cleanliness Inspection Program 

Careful observation children for varying degrees 
uncleanliness and striving for improvement per- 
sonal hygiene helps reduce communicable disease. 
accomplish this reduction and establish cleanliness 
habits, daily morning inspection has proved one 
the best means. Based the theory positive health 
pleasure for the pupils instead dread. Children 
should commended for neat appearance and im- 
provement health habits. Other pupils should 
encouraged observe rules health resulting 
cleanliness. Morning inspection should vital part 
the health teaching, not unrelated activity. The 
best time for this inspection immediately following 
prayers. suggested procedure for morning inspection 

General Class Inspection. Remove coats, sweat- 
ers, outer wraps, and rubbers. 
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Clothing. Observe cleanliness blouse, tie, col- 
lar, and dress. 

Handkerchiefs. Have children raise right hand 
holding handkerchief. Observe cleanliness and number 
handkerchiefs. 

Shoes. Have children face windows with feet 
aisle. Observe conditions shoes and stockings. 

Individual Inspection. Roll sleeves. the 
procedure, the lightest place the room should 
selected. Children should march past the teacher. Tact 
should used the teacher that the children are 
not made feel self-conscious. While the children are 
position, the teacher makes close inspection for 
signs communicable disease. She makes note

Older broth- 
ers and sisters might assist with the younger children, 
and encourage them cultivate better health habits. 
Organizations such the Catholic Boys’ Brigade, the 
Boy Scouts, the Camp Fire Girls, and the Girl Scouts 
appeal these boys and girls and are helpful pro- 
moting better health habits. There begins shown 
interest family life, school, and classroom 
activities. 

How can cleanliness taught that health 
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edge will result health practices? Knowledge alone 
not sufficient. The teacher should direct the learn- 
ing that will result doing. Only repetition and 
pleasurable association habits become automatic. 
For everyday classroom work the method correla- 
tion has proved beneficial, the end view, course, 
being establishment better health habits.

How does the bird bathe? The cat? The duck? Dram- 
atization offers advantages demonstrate various 
health activities getting ready for school; getting 
ready for bed; washing hands before eating; giving 
dolly bath.

How many times does Mary wash her 
hands one day, two days, etc. How many times does 
John clean his teeth one One Bible his- 
tory, too, furnishes ample material applicable clean- 
liness. Children might find references the Bible and 
report them.

The best and most appropriate ones 
might reproduced posters, thus correlating health 
with art. 


Community Hygiene Important 


Dental hygiene should made interesting through 
correlation with other subjects the curriculum, 
well plays and exhibits. dental survey early the 
school year will furnish the teacher with the list 
children with dental defects and those need pro- 
phylactic treatment, and will give basis for in- 
tensive dental program continuing through the year. 
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Not only personal hygiene, but community hygiene 
well should receive attention through all the grades. 
Individual health depends large extent the 
condition the community. Pupils the upper grades 
should familiar with the duties state health au- 
thorities and city health departments they affect in- 
dividual and community health. They should study 
sanitary regulations concerning inspection food- 
stuffs: meat, milk, restaurants, fruit and vegetable 
stands. equal importance are precautionary means 
insure good milk and water supply. Boards 
health also maintain sanitary departments for inspec- 
tion alleys, houses, streets, and public buildings. 
Garbage and sewage disposal are matters concern 
community hygiene. The proper regard for these 
factors has direct bearing the public health 
community.

PREVENTIVE DISCIPLINE 


What Christian discipline? “Classrooms Saint” 
Rev. Simona, S.C., The Commonweal (September 
24), answers this question admirably. The following quotation 
from the writings blessed John Bosco, who called his 
method “preventive system,” serves sort text for 
Father Simona’s reflections modern educational practice 
and summary the principles education several groups 
religious orders. 

“The systems ever used the education youths are two, 
the preventive and the repressive. The repressive system con- 
sists making the subjects acquainted with the law, then 
watching find out its transgressors order inflict 
them adequate punishment. Under this system the super- 
ior’s words and aspect must severe and rather threatening 
and must avoid all familiarity with his dependents. 

“The director, order keep his authority up, must very 
rarely see his subjects, and generally appear among them only 
when must inflict threaten punishment. This system 
easy, not very irksome for the superior, and useful, especi- 
ally the army and generally speaking among grown-ups 
who are obliged know and remember what conforms 
the law and its prescriptions.

IMPORTANT EDUCATIONAL ENDEAVOR 


One the principal obstacles organizing social and 
recreational associations the lack properly trained volun- 
teer leadership. serious problem that cannot solved 
any other way except the training suitable material 
found every parish and community.

Pope Pius paid more than passing attention his now 
famous encyclical education, Rappresentanti terra, the 
all-absorbing question physical education, which for Amer- 
ican Catholics, view the superathleticism which 
are subjected, must deep concern. Rev. Philipp Kueble, 
J., writing the Stimmen der Zeit (Vol. LX, No. 8), makes 
this topic the subject article entitled, “Vergeistung der 
“Spiritualizing Physical Culture.” Ger- 
many only now beginning experience what have long 
suffered; namely, commercialization sports, through the 
cultivation stars college athletics until the collegiate 
athletic tail wags the school body, including faculties and 
administrators, will. Unfortunately, many our Catholic 
schools fall under this indictment. 

Father Kueble’s structures are leveled, course, con- 
ditions Germany; still, general, they are applicable 
our own country. Believing the subject utmost importance 
and interest American Catholic educators, shall extract 
few salient paragraphs Father Kueble’s article. 

all agree that “the difficulty does not lie sports 
such. Indeed, them are contained effective and potent means 
for the rejuvenation race; unfortunately, however, the 
spiritual element essential activating agent lack- 
ing the majority people, particularly youth. the 
duty adults prepare this necessary ingredient, but many 
are obsessed with the erroneous idea that maximum 
physical culture added the greatest possible exposure 
the body can produce healthy race, physically and morally.

This lengthy article devotes considerable space con- 
sideration remedial and constructive measures. not 
Catholic athletics suffer from insidious disease, the afflic- 
tion excess?” asks Father Kueble. “If sport effec- 
tive the upbuilding character, the predominance the 
referee and decisions must eliminated. Youth must 
taught play fair without being placed under surveillance. 
And there must less, far less, emphasis placed upon the 
technique sport, than which nothing overemphasized 
American sports. The importance and place the 
referee roundly and justly criticized particularly the face 
the constant assertion that modern athletics teaches manli- 
ness, independence, fairness, etc. The referee system makes 
each and every one these character objectives impossible. 
“Our athletic fields could actually turned into training 
grounds honor, companionability, manliness, 
ship they were conducted with eye education inde- 
pendence. sure, this requires more than technicians; 
requires true educators.”

Father Kueble, however, does his best work the construc- 
tive side. points the way breathing into physical culture 
sane, reasonable, and ennobling spirituality. This pagan 
overemphasis the cult the body springs from man’s 
worship humanity place the Divinity. St. Paul casti- 
gated this form worship when wrote: “Because that. 
when they knew God, they have not glorified Him God, 
given thanks; but because vain their thoughts, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. For professing themselves 
wise, they became fools. And they changed the glory the 
incorruptible God into the likeness the corruptible 
and birds, and four-footed beasts, and creeping things. 
Who changed the truth God into lie; and worshipped 
and served the creature rather than the Creator, Who 
blessed forever” (Rom. 21-26). 

“Tt must evident,” remarks the author, “that few ver- 
botens can only superficially affect modern athletics; can 
never completely and thoroughly healed. Prohibitions can 
only amputate and cut away but they cannot breathe soul 
into this present-day cult the body.” 

Catholics must give thought and serious attention this 
problem and not merely accept the modern mode adopted 
and assumed public educational agencies. This training 
the body, vitally important aspect educating the whole 
man, must placed under the beneficient influences 
Catholic world view essential our religious educational 
program. 

“We will come realize,” declares Father Kueble, “in the 
tragic results that are bound follow 
physical culture can never accomplished without the assist- 
ance that Divine grace which flows from the One True 
Spirit. 

“We Catholics can spare ourselves these tragic consequences. 
Our Faith teaches that cannot escape for long the 
deadly blight mortal sin without the aid grace, that our 
lower natures, infected with original sin, revolt against our 
higher selves and that there way subject our lower 
natures reason than maintaining faithful allegiance 
God, the source all strength.” 

“We also know that God does not desert those who live 
ignorance Him, only they order their lives conformity 
with the dictates their consciences, however, erroneous they 
may be. Among the ancient Greeks, the glorious paragons, 
the neopagan, the cult the body fundamentally served 
religious ideal, and their sports and games were placed under 
the patronage their gods. may sure that 
grace was not denied these pagans who thus ordered their 
lives. But with the dimming the religious ideal, the cult 
the body degenerated part into effeminate cult the 
beautiful, part into despiritualized athleticism, both termi- 
nating finally immorality. behooves us, given over more 
and more exaggerated physical culture, ponder this
